TULSA (Okla.) Nov. 15. (#)-—The 
No. 2-C Yates well in the Yates 
pool of Southeastern Pecos county, 
Texas, today had developed into the 
third largest oll well ever found in 
the world and the second largest ever 
developed in the United States. This 
afternoon's test showed it flowing 
at the rate of 65.880 barrels a day, 
its developers, the Transcontinental 
Oil] Company. and the Mid-Kansas 
Oil and Gas Company, announced. 

Records show that it is exceeded 
in size by only the Mexican Petro- 
leum Company's No. 4 Cerro Agul, 
which came in May 14, 1991, for 
an initial flow of 260,858 barrels, and 
the world’s largest oil well. 

The new Yates well had an initial 
flow of 800 barrels in an hour after

MEXICO CUTS EXPORTS 


Organic Law Invoked to Check Selling 
of Food Necessities 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 15. (Exclusive) 
According to information from the 
Secretary of Industry, Commerce and 
Labor, published in El Universal to-
